1 . While defetion of the phase "within 1 0 Hz" would alleviate one of the grounds for 
rejection under section 1 12, it would also broaden the claims in this aspect. References 
not disclosing such a limitation would need to be considered if the amendment were 
entered. As explained in the Final Rejection, Cottel et al. (US Re. 25,324) was not 
applied because it did not disclose "within 10 Hz". Furthermore, if "within 10 Hz" is 
deleted, it is unclear what the scope of "narrow frequency" is. 

2. The proposed amendment also introduces the vague relative term "high 
receptivity". 

3. Deletion of "a forced flap in said trailing edge of at least one splitter plate" would 
also require further consideration and/or search.
